At 11:30 the following m essage 
wms picked up by the radio sta­ 
tion at Halifax, Nova Scotia and 
relayed to the United S tates: “ Po­ 
sition of R-34 
aproximately 
ITO 
miles northw est of Boston and at 
her present rate of speed the dir­ 
igible should reach Boston about 
6 a. rn.

To you. the fighting heroes in 
the wrar for democracy who are so 
wonderfully restored to us today, 
w’e extend the happiest words that 
ever wrere said: “Welcome home, 
victors!” 
We ar” all Pollyannas 
today, playing the glad game. Our 
bands have labored for you, our 
thoughts have followed you, our 
hearts have yearned for you, our 
prayers were offered for you and 
now that you are home once more 
we can never again know’ such lon­ 
eness, such minute-by-minute, age­ 
long suspense. Thank God you are 
restored to your 
homes 
once j in 
more! When we look into your fa- 


your commander,; General Persh­ 
ing, was gloriously achieved. His 
ability as a general is one of the 
factors which contributed to your 
early return. 
Some one wittily said that “the 
German retreat began in Berlin.” 
The demoralization 
of

W’as in some degree accomplished 
by Wood row’ Wilson’s bulletins as 
W’ell as bv America’s bullets, for 
Wilson deluged Germany w’ith the 
idea that the people and the kaiser 
were separate entities.

my faith in the wisdom of Ameri­ 
ca v is too great, but if America is 
so foolish as 
to 
allow’ 
injustice 
among classes to prevail, she in­ 
vites Bolshevism to her 
shores. 
There is a difference between the 
value of muscle and brain, but it 
is not the difference between $60 
a month and *6000 a month. 
In­ 
crease that difference and Bolshy 
vism will soon arrive. Lessen that 
difference to the point of justice 
and Bolshevism will never land in 
America.
